The first recommerulation of Mr. 1 
Wygant was adoption of an ordi¬ 
nance imposing certain standards 
on new subdivisions. These should 
cover general rei[uirements as to 
width of street, improvements of j 
various kinds, drainage, etc. Prop- j 
er relation to the general plan of I 
the city arul connection.s with ex-j 
isting highways shouUl also be i 
provided for, said Mr. Wygant, | 

In addition the city attorney: 
urged that all such projects sliouitl 
have the careful study of the city j 
planning commission and its ap-! 
prova! before acceptance by the j 
city council for recording. It was I 
pointed out that a .^ubdivider | 
may still sell his property by 
metes and bounds. Hut Mr. Wy¬ 
gant insisted that the city can 
frame its legislation for complete 
protection against what has come 
to be styled the “bootleg sub¬ 
divider.” 

City Engineer Gierlich pointe^l 
out that some of the lequirements 
have already been met with by 
city oUiciais and tlie planning 
commission, each project being 
considered as it came up as a 
H|i*atter of special policy. Mr. Wy¬ 
gant said his plan would estab¬ 
lish staiulards much easier to en¬ 
force. He was accordingly in¬ 
structed to draft an ordinance, in 
conjunction with the city engineer, 
and submit it to the planning 
—il^mmission and council for con- 
sitieration. 

Mrs. Cora I.ockhart made an 
oral request that the council re- 
zone her Cypress Court property 
to permit erection and operation 
oi a sanitarium there, bhe said 
she could sell if for that purpose, 
but it was not marketable for 
any other. The matter was taken 
under advisement.

A new' and modern elementary 
school building with adeijuate 
grounds is the most urgent need 
in the Sierra Madre school situa¬ 
tion and immediate steps should 
be taken to secure it. 

That sums up the conclu.^ion of 
a representative gathering in at¬ 
tendance at the meeting of the 
Central Service committee Monday 
night. Chairman George Norri- 
presided and E. D. Burbank pro 
sented the report of the chamber 
of commerce special school com¬ 
mittee. 

The nqiort w’as a statement of 
facts w’ithout recommendations. It 
was follow'ed by a lengthy discus¬ 
sion in W’hich all participated. 
There was substantial agreement 
on all essential needs. The only 
difference of opinion hinged on the 
(lue>tion of whether the school dis¬ 
trict should bond itself to the 
limit all at once to accomplish the 
purpose, or w’hether the probable 
deficit of so large a bond J.^sue 
would make advisable a smaller 
bond issue for a piecemeal project. 

It was agreed that the future of 
Sierra Madre lies with the Pasa¬ 
dena high school district for all 
work above the fith grade. It is 
not feasible to withdraw’ and 
establish an independent high 
school district and no other dis¬ 
trict has anything to offer com¬ 
parable to what is available with 
i’asadena. Sierra Madre will get 
a junior high school sooner, prob¬ 
ably, under the present arrange- 
numt than in any other w’ay. Agi¬ 
tation for it should continue to 
prevent unnecij^anry delay. 

It was 4 il/o h,i/*eod tha^ it would 
be unwiW ^(6 return the^ 7th and 
8th grain's to the Sierra Madre 
eleniimtary schooj^ It would please 
a few pai;«'n^t>-tTTul woubl displo ise 
many more, because it would bring 
pupils up to the 9th grade as 
misfits in junior high school be¬ 
cause of different courses. 

Cost of a complete new element¬ 
ary school huibling was estimated 
at $110,000. Cost of acquiring 
adjacent property to increase the 
school grounds to six acres was 
estimated to cost $00,000. Co.st of 
grading was estimated at from

Reservoir of 
Large Size 
Is Ordered 

City Engineer Cierlich is At 
Work on I’lans and 
Specifications 

Larj^e Capacity Will Make for 
Economy in Water 
System 


1 iie city council has instructed 
City Engineer O. A. Gierlich to 
prepare plans and .specification.s 
for a new reservoir to replace the 
old earth-fill re.servoir at the north 
end of Grove Street, w’hich had 
been badly damaged by root 
grow’th entering the side walls, 
and which it wa.s estimateil would 
cost in excess of .$5000 to put in 
temporary condition to use. 

1 he proposeil new reservoir will 
he of nearly 3,000,000 gallon stor¬ 
age capacity, and will be con¬ 
structed of reinforced concrete, 
full ciicle type, of 155 feet inside 
diameter, main wall to be 15.5 
feet high and a maximum depth 
in the enter of 22 feet. The 
council proposes to clean up the 
ground surrounding the new' res- 
enoir and land.scape same. 

The estimated cost of this new' 

^ water reservoir, including w’ooden 
’ roof covered w’ith composition 
: roofing, is $30,000. It is pro- 
po.^ed to u.se the rock and old con¬ 
crete taken from the excavation 
to protect the w’est bank of the 
Bailey Canyon wash, and the bal¬ 
ance of the soil will be disposed 
of in the low' places of Bailey 
Canyon w’ash. 

T’his work is to he paid for out 
of the 192.S water bond issue and 
will replace the proposed million 
gallon reservoir, including pur¬ 
chase of a reservoir site, and the 
- ..^ruction of a 14-inch booster 
main, at a total estimated cost of 
.^.3,200. which w’a.s tentatively 
proposed in the original water 
system improvement. 

The advantages of constructing 
the 3.000,000 gallon reseivoir in 
place of endeavoring to recon- 
.slruct the existing obsolete reser¬ 
voir are as follow's: 

The pre.<ent old earth-filled res¬ 
ervoir, even though reconditioned, 
would always be a menace, as 
proven by the recent failures of 
several reservoirs of this type. 

The storage capacity of the 
water system w'ill be increased 
2,000.000 gallons over the present 
capacity. in.<lead of 1,000,000 gal¬ 
lons as originally contemplated. 

It will permit the major por- 
I’on of the city pumping to be 
done during the night hours at a 
lesser rate for power than day 
pumping. 

It will give an opportunity to 
take advantage of the gravity 
How from the mountains, and of 
course will ahvays give larger 
reserve supply in case of firi. 

Eliminates seepage loss, w’hich 
was considtuable in the existing 
rv'servoir and which over a period 
of years would amount to .several 
thousand dollars. 

And, in :;ddition to an increase 
of a million gallons in storage 
tie re will he a saving over the 
reconstruction cost of the old res¬ 
ervoir and the construction cost of 
an additional million gallon res- 
i. vir, pipe line, etc.

HOW TO (’OOK VlXiETAHLKS 
TO rRESI.KVK THKIR iOLOR 

Green vegetables should be 
eookeil to preserve color in rapidly 
boiling water, uncovered, for the 
shortest possible time, 'I'he green 
coloring in vegetables is almost 
insoluble in water. Heat and acid 
ilestroy it, especially when the 
vegetables are long cooked in 
little water, or worse still, in a 
a steamer or pressure cooker. 

Vegetables to be green after 
cooking must luive their own veg¬ 
etable acids diluted or neutralized 
during the heating, as these acids 
are the cause of the loss of color¬ 
ing. The use of a large (juantity 
ol water in cooking furnish(‘s 
enough alkali to neutralize the 
vegetable acids as they come off 
and an extra amount to keep the 
cooking water alkaline. A small 
amount ot water in a kettle or 
steamer or pressure cooker pro- 
vi<ies no extra alkalinity to pre¬ 
serve the coloring. A pincli of 
soda (one-sixteenth of a teasjioon- 
ful to a (iuart of water) will pre¬ 
serve the coloring if tin* w'ater is 
free of alkali. Use so<ia guard- 
eilly as it makes vegetables solt 
and destroys vitamin H. Spinach 
and other greens cook so (juickly 
that soda is never needed. I 

Cook the green vegetables un- 
covered, especially at first. The 
greatest amount of volatile acids 
are formed then, which will pass 
idf in steam if the utensil is un¬ 
covered. The steamer and pres¬ 
sure cooker retain the volatile j 
acids. Little water is in these, 
utensils, as a result, practically no 
alkali i.s present to neutralize the i 
acid and the vegetables Wise color. 
Spinach is an exception to steam 
cookery. It cook.s in five to ten 
minutes, and the acids have little 
time to act.

(*d a short time to bo as attrac¬ 
tive on the table as in the market.
